But Mr. Brooks’ most impassioned argument is 
based on what, as he sees it, Rampart would do to 
Alaska’s matchless wildlife resources. He describes at 
length a trip through the area that would be affected. 
‘It is alive with moose, ducks, and salmon. He. quotes an 
‘official report on Rampart made by the U. 8. Fish and 


| Wildlife Service in which this is said: “Nowhere in the 


history of water development in North America have 
the fish and wildlife losses anticipated to result from 
‘a single project been” so overwhelming.” The Service 
concluded: “We strongly oppose authorization of the 
Rampart Canyon Dam and Reservoir project.” 

Mr. Brooks goes into-much detail in presenting his 


case. He refutes the claim of Rampart supporters that: 


wildlife could go elsewhere. — for instance, he states 
that other breeding’ areas for ducks are now used to 
capacity. At the end he writes: “The very magnitude 
of the project brings home the terrible responsiblity 
that goes with the possession of limitless technical 
means for controlling nature ... : Before the dirt begins 
to fly, we have to face the unavoidable question: how 
far does a financial speculation like Rampart Darn jus- 
tify us in permanently. changing the face of the earth?”
